My dear Mr. Kirby: You have asked me to 'say a few 
words about the present collection of Arms and Armor, on the 
ground that I had long been a collector and that I might there- 
fore comment helpfully upon the text of this catalogue and 
upon the nice things which are soon to be sold.' Be this help 
even a little, I am glad to send you these lines. For while one 
can claim to be at least an old local collector, whose practical 
memories of sales go back to the Cogniat (1877) and Carleton 
Gates (about 1880) Collections, he need hardly maintain that 
he knows au fond the "ins" and "outs" of a subject as extended 
and difficult as ancient arms and armor. Experience in collect- 
ing, however, certainly does aid one not a little (at great initial 
cost) in separating the good objects from the bad. The fact of 
the matter is, that most of our earlier collectors had to depend 
for their expert knowledge upon the arms which they purchased, 
or failed to purchase, at public sales ; and you will, of course, 
recall that it is only within very recent years that arms and 
armor appeared in American museums. Before this, he who had 
the taste for collecting these beautiful and very rare objects had 
either to go abroad for his training or to glean what information 
he could — unsatisfactory at the best for his purpose — from the 
shelves of libraries. 

As to the present collection : Mr. Offerman's cabinet is like 
good wine — it needs no bush. Many of our amateurs know various 
pieces in it, and many, like myself, have bid in vain for some of 
its numbers at earlier sales. In general, its pieces were chosen 
because they appealed individually to their collector — who chose 
because he fancied the lines of an object, or its decoration, and 
who was not, like some of us, trying to fill in the spaces in a pre- 
arranged sequence of "types" — when, as Mr. Ambrose Monell re- 
marks, "collecting becomes a disease." I might note only that Mr. 



Offerman's collection is interesting among private gatherings in 
this country in the number and excellence of its early crossbows, 
and in its series of double-handed swords. It embraces as well 
many early types of firearms, well chosen, designed and executed 
by master arquebusiers. 

In a comparative way the present sale is strong in its armor. 
It includes a fragment or two of Gothic armor, not important 
examples, but the only pieces of early date, so far as I know, to 
"turn up" at public sale in America. It has some good head- 
pieces, e.g. a tilting helmet of about 1570. It has a good demi- 
suit of the black and white "Walloon" armor of about 1575, also 
two composed suits of seventeenth century armor, one of which, 
of the banded type, is attractive although lately recolored. 
Finally, there is a composed half-suit of armor engraved in bands, 
dating roundly 1575, which even in worn condition is a rare piece ; 
armor of this type, if I recall aright, has appeared earlier in this 
country only in the sales of Leon Escosura (thirty years ago) 
and of Volpi. The polearms of the present auction illustrate a 
wide series of forms — some of which are pictured everywhere, but 
are rarely met with (especially the Gothic forms) in even large 
collections. 

Oriental arms are widely represented in the present series, — 
early specimens, not the ones made for processional use in XVIII- 
XIX centuries, which one sees in the bazars of the East and in 
shops generally. Good chain mail occurs in several numbers. 
There are Eastern polearms, excellent guns and pistols, some 
interesting Cingalese daggers, krisses with watered blades, many 
Indian swords, some in damascus steel. A number of these objects 
are veritable museum pieces. Eor those who love Saracenic orna- 
ment and arms decorated in silver and gold damascene and in 
reliefs chiseled in steel there are pieces of more than usual 
interest. 

One might mention, finally, a few early American sabres and 
small-swords. 

So much for the range of the objects in the present collec- 
tion. I have looked over the catalogue (in proof) and may I add 
that it gives one the impression that it has been compiled seri- 
ously and fairly?
